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RULEBOOK CHANCES. According to the current 
issue of DW, Avalon Hill has published a new edition 
(".2nd Edition/Feb.'82") of the official rule-book for 
Diplomacy. It contains in Rule XII. 4, Rule XII. 5, 
.mu an added XII. 6, which will be observed in all 
lutuio LSD game adjudications. Briefly, Rule XII. 4 
permits a convoy to succeed when more than one 
convoy route has been written and any one route re- 
mains undisrupted. (Formerly, tho ■convoy would be 
thwai ted il any possible route was disrupted.) 
Rale XII. 5 seems to prevent a convoyed army Iroin 
cutting support offered by a beached fleet to an 
attack on the convoy carrying the army in question. 
According to Rod Walker's commentary in DW, the 
new version of the rule does little to improve on the 
original. We welcome reader comments. Rule XII. 6 
requires GMs to consider only one route if both a 
convoy and an overland route are written, depending 
on the intent of the player owning the army. This 
rule seems to eliminate the "unwanted convoy" situa- 
tion, but if the owning player writes both routes, it 
would probably be impossible to decide his "intent", 
unless it were to write conflicting orders on purpose.

Boston Globe curtoomst Paul Szep consulted a Russian- speaking re- 
porter. "I wanted it to look real," Szep explains. It certainly did. Within hours after the car- 
toon appeared in the Globe's morning edition on May 27. several readers luid phoned to com- 
plain abtHit Szep' s Russian. Calling the ttfjscenity "unacceptable." editorial pane editor Mar- 
tin Solan suspended the Pulitzer Prize-winning cartoonist for two weeks without pay. and had 
the phrase, which means "what the fuck." blacked out tn later editions. Szep was also served 
with an official letter of warning. Although the suspension was later shortened to tme week — 
after Szep submitted a letter <jf apology to Globe ptd>/isher William Taylor — the cartoonist 
remains under a cloud.
